Surprise Sprung by Interstate 
Commerce Commission 


Investigation of Relations Between 
Refrigerator Car Lines and Rail- 
roads Begun—Many Charges 
of Discrimination Against 
Road and Car Lines. 


Washington, August |17.—The Interstate 
commerce commission on its own intla-

SCRAP TUN PILE 
TELLS UF SUCCESS 


Columbus Cotton Mills Dis- 
cards Its Old Machines, 


Eagle and Phenix Destroys Many Old 
Looms and Will at Once In- 
stall Four Hundred and 
Twenty-eight New 
Onés. 


Columbus, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)— 
A big pile of scrap iron at the foot of 
Twelfth street, which steadily increased 
in size during the day, bore eloquent tes- 
timony to the progressive policy which 
characterizes the present policy of tre 
cotton mills of Columbus. 

The small mountain of wrecked and 
ruined machinery was made up of oli 
Crompton and Knowles looms, wheeled 
out of the Eagle and Phenix mills to 
make room for mere modern and faster 
| running looms, 

A platform was built from the street 
to one of the big doors in No, 3 mill and 
along this many looms were rolled te 
the street, where they were pushed off 
the platform into the street, falling with 
a resounding crash and breaking intv 
hundreds of fragments. 

“We're throwing away looms 
would be good enough for many mills, 
said Secretary J. D. Massey to The Con- 
stitution correspondent. This was but 42 
matter of fact statement, as all the 
looms destroyed today are in fair cond- 
tion. The new looms substituted are of 
the Crompton and Knowles make, and 
of the latest. and most approved type. 
They are all higtspeed looms, and to 
that extent the daily. production of ths 
plant is increased, Feur hundred and 
twenty-eight of these new looms are now 
being instalied. Three carloads loated 
with looms and Tards stood before the 
Eagle and Phenix mills. 

The cotton mills of Cclumbus are en- 
joying a very prosperous season. “We ar» 
selling all we can make,” said Secretary 
Massey, of the Fagle and Phenix plant, 
today, “Orders are coming in thick and 
fast, and most of them are hurry orders. 
Practically no goods az all are allowed 
to accumulate in our warehouses. Our 
shipping department naa‘ to work at night 
last week. The demand ts keen for eal 
classes of goods made in our mills.”’

But while his 
military life was splendid, and command- 
ed the admiration of all his comrades, 
his beautiful walk in the quiet days of 
peace was even fuller of charms to all 
who came within the range of his noble 
influence. 

He was one of the few men I ever knew 
who found his happiness by making oth- 
ers happy. No poor, disconsolate, de- 
pressed, weary fellow ever failed to smile 
when he looked into the sunny face of 
Captain Evan P, Howell. How we will 
miss him as the days go by, but we have 
his beautiful life and will ever cherish 
it as one of our sweetest memories!

CONDITION OF COTTON. 


The weather bureau at Washing- 
ton, in its weekly summary of 
crop conditions, says of cotton: 

‘‘As in the previous week, the 
Jeast favorable rep! respecting 
cotton ere elved from the east- 
erp distri where the prevalence 
of yust and shedding continues. 
During the past week 4 large part 
of the central and eastern portions 
of the cotton belt has received 
from two to six inches of rain, 
mhich has proved injurious. In 
northern Alabama and in portions 
of Mississippi, Louisiana and Tex- 
as cotton has improved, but in 
other portions of these states the 
crop has dGetertorated. In Oklaho- 
ma and Indian Territory, Arkan- 
gas and Missouri cotton has gen- 
erally improved, although local- 
complaints of shedding, rust and 
insects are received from Arkan- 
sas.”’ 
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New York, August 15—The cotton mar-
